Officials said, however, as 
far as they knew, the question of 
fortifications was not raised. , 

Fernand De Brinon, friend of M. 
Laval, wrote in the newspaper L’In- 
formation that Turkey’s “price for 
complete co-operation is not only the 
abolition of the freedom of the straits 
under the treaty of Lausanne, but 
eventually the return of Rhodes’ to 
Turkey or a special regime for that 
island.” 

Rhodes, De Brinon added, “is im- 
portant for control of the Ottoman 
coast.” The island has been under 
Italian sovereignty since 1923.

CONGRESS WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Mr. Garner, the only work- 

; ing V. P., has been hobnobbing with President Roose- 
velt and ring leaders of his congressional circus for several days. Their 
plans for the @ming edition of the greatest show on earth are yet in- 
complete. But they have gone far enough to afford the inner clique a 
fair line on what to expect. Here it is: : 


BONUS A bonus bill will be enacted in February along the general 

lines of the Steiwer-Byrnes bill (inflationary bills have no 
chance this time). What Mr. Roosevelt will do about it has not yet 
been decided and is not important. He probably will veto it, but, if so, 
it will pass over his veto. 

Note—The whole bonus situation was canvassed by Garner, Speaker 
Joe Byrns, Senator Joe Robinson, Senator Jimmy Byrnes and others on 
their Philippine junket. They all came to the conclusion that the bonus 
would be passed, veto or no veto. This opinion has already been passed 
along to Mr. Roosevelt. 


NEUTRALITY The latest is that Mr. Roosevelt is undecided whether 
to play the neutrality issue across the board in his 
opening message, or whether to let the issue come up from within the 
Senate. He probably will play it. Anyway it will be a foremost issue. 
Senators are drafting a new resolution which is a combination of 
senate joint resolutions Nos. 99, 100 and 120. This is not satisfactory 
to Mr. Roosevelt. They are trying to get together. The chances are they 
will not, and a fight will develop.» The conflict, however, is solely a 
matter of technicalities. 
Stronger neutrality legislation is assured. 


TOWNSEND The Townsend plan will not pass. It will, however, be 

extensively debated and investigated. This will adver- 
tise its economic futility and probably offset the sledge-hammer poliftcal 
campaign which has bumped many congressmen lately. A tricky way 
may be found to let members of the house vote for the McGroarty bill 
with the understanding that it will not go through the senate. Mr. 
Roosevelt would veto it, but democratic leaders will not let it get that far. 


CLEAN-UP The $500,000,000 public works program will be passed, 

/ after congressmen add a few more pet projects. Any 
reasonable request for relief money will be adopted, but only after an 
entertaining republican-investigation into relief operations. The Canadian 
treaty will be subjected to much fuss, but no action. Revision or repeal 
of the silver purchase act is a real probability, although it can be accom- 
plished only over the prostrate forms of a couple of silver senators who 
are nearly prostrate now. Permanent establishment of the CCC un- 
doubtedly will be voted over republican protests. 

A few amendments to the securities and exchange act will be recom- 
mended and probably enacted to correct technical defects developed 
from experience with the present law. The railroad financing investiga- 
tion will furnish headlines and some recommendations for legislation 
which will not be seriously considered before 1937. A committee to 
investigate presidential campaign expenditures will be authorized and 
appointed. The Black 30-hour week bill will be a major subject of dis- 
cussion, but the chances are-strongly against it being passed. 

NOTE’ ONE Influential republican congressmen are planning a heavy 
fight against federal relief methods, on the basis of Mr.

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PUBLIC DEBT REPORT 
DENIED BY ROOSEVELT 


Treasury Operations Are 
Described as Deception of 
People by President. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—()— 
Published statements that the public 
debt jumped $900,000,000 overnight, 
used in describing last week’s treas- 
ury operations, were criticized by 
President Roosevelt today as a de- 
ception of the people. 

The figures involved were taken by 
newspapermen from the _ treasury’s 
daily statement. Mr. Roosevelt cou; 
tended, however, that the public debt 
should be considered as a net income 
—outstanding obligations minus cash 
on hand. 

He suggested an analogy: Suppose 
a manewith a payment of $10,000 to 
make next spring, borrows that 
amount now because of favorable con- 
ditions in the money market, and then 
deposits the sum in his bank until 
needed. 

Would it be fair to say, the Presi- 
dent argued, that he had gone into 
debt? The chief executive's own view 
was that in that event he was neither 
richer nor poorer. 

During the first 15 days of the 
month the treasury was engaged in 
borrowing some $900,000,000 to meet 
future expenditures and $400,000,000 
to redeem government securities which 
matured on the fifteenth. 

The fifteenth fell on Sunday and 
the transactions were completed on 
Monday the _ sixteenth. The daily 
statement of the treasury for the close 
of, business on the sixteenth showed 
an increase of $900,000,000 in the pub- 
lic debt as compared with the figure 
given for the close of business on the 
preceding business day. 

‘The statement released today, as 
of the close of business December 20, 
showed the public debt at $30,549,273,- 
983, with a balance of cash on hand 
totalling $2,297,100,245.
